OaJcdale with a population of 500 
was almost swept away, only one 
building, the railway station, being 
left standing- Every building in the 
village and for some distance north 
and south, was either torn down and 
damaged and a number of persons in 
addition to those above mentioned, 
are reported to be seriously injured. 


At Millstone and at Warren Mills,

and for mutual improvement and poli- 
tics is in no way involved in its af- 
fairs. 
The receipt of the letter has

Colombia 


and Panama Are Get- 


ting Together. 


New York, July 4.—The long-stand- 


ing differences between the republics 
of Colombia and Panama and the Uni- 
ted States are ncaring a solution. 


Secretary of War William. H. Taft 


stopped over in New York for a few 
hours yesterday to act as mediator 
between the representatives 
of 
the 


smaller republics with the result, Jt is 
believed, that the conclusion of a. for- 
mal treaty between them is a matter 
of only a short time. At the Hotel 
Manhattan with Secretary Taft were 
Senor Enrique Cortez, minister to the 
United States from 
Colombia, and 


Nelson Cromwell, legal adviser to the 
government of Panama. 
After 
the 


conference none of those present 
would discuss their conversations. 


"All that can be said," 
said 
Mr. 


Cromwell, "is that the conference was 
highly satisfactory. 
This is no time 


to go into details, but I am happy to 
say that as a result of yesterday's 
meeting 
the 
three 
countries—the 


countries which are most closely con- 
nected with the construction of the 
Panama canal—are nearer a perfect 
understanding th_n 
they ever have 


been." 
' Panama seceded from Colombia in 
1903. 
The United States at once rec- 


ognized the new government, as did 
other nations of the world with the 
exception of Colombia, Colombia has 
never recognized the Panama govern- 
ment and has no relations with it ex- 
cept through the legations in Washing- 
ton, the United States acting as me- 
diator. There are 
many questions 


which must be settled between the 
two countries before a treaty between 
them can be concluded. Colombia at 
the time of the separation had a. for- 
eign debt of about $15,000,000 gold and 
a portion of the debt. Colombia be- 
lieves, should be assumed by Panama.

Commands Preparations for 


Instruction Camp 


July 17. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 4.—Gen. W. 


J. McKee, commanding the1 National 
Guard o£ the state, has just issued a 
general order regarding the camp of 
instruction, to be held near Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison July 17 to 29, inclu- 
sive: 


"Subordinate commanders will hold 


their commands in readiness to report 
by route and at times designated in 
orders from the adjutant general's of- 
fice," the order says. 


The following clothing an 
equip- 


ment, in addition to 
arms and ac- 


coutrements, is prescribed for camp 
tour as follows: 


Regulation khaki coat and trousers 


(two 
suits); campaign hat, cord and 


device complete; leggins, regulation 
flannel shirt, blanket, 
shelter 
half, 


with pole and 
pins, canteen and 


straps, haversack and 
straps, meat 


can, 
knife, fork, spoon, tincup, poncho, 


two suits underclothing, two pairs of 
socks, strong, serviceable shoes, first 
aid packets, white gloves, towel and 
toilet articles. 


In addition guardsmen are request- 


'ed to take with them boxes of clean- 
ing material and field desks, with 
record books, together with necessary 
stationery. 
Officers 
are instructed 


to carry regulation revolver and field 
glass and provide their own folding 
camp furniture, 
including bed rolls 


and blankets. 


Field ranges and cooking utensils 


for use during the encampment will 
be Issued each command upon prop- 
er requisition upon arrival in camp, 
the same to be turned back to quar- 
termaster's department upon comple- 
tion of tour. 


The order says further: 
"Company 


commanders will see that all men 
have strong, suitable footwear for the 
tour of camp; that same are uniform 
as to color throughout each company; 
all black or all tan. 
Preferably the 


shoes should not be hew, but should 
be in good repair for ten days' hard 
usage and must not be oxfords. 


Officers Must Have Mounts. 


"All 
officers 
entitled to mounted 


pay will be required to have available 
for use at beginnig of and during tour 
a suitable mount with equipment. Of- 
ficers intending to ship their mounts 
from station will apply without delay 
direct to the quartermaster general 
for militia form for use in transport- 
ing same. Palace horse cars will not 
be furnished 
nor will any.commuta- 


tion of transportation be allowed. 


"For the camp tour, two cooks to 


each company,- battery, the hospital 
corps and the signal company and 
one for eaach band are authorized, 
where cooks have not been enlisted, 
and transportation 
and subsistence 


will be allowed, together with $1 per 
diem on state pay rolls. 
The addi- 


tional pay on United States rolls can 
not be drawn for other than the reg- 
ularly enlisted cooks. 


"The baggage and tentage of offi- 


cers will be restricted to the follow- 
ing allowances, viz: 
Lieutenant or 


veterinarian, 150 pounds; 
captain, 


200; 
field 
officers, 400; wall tents, 


one to each two officers below rank of 
captain; one to each captain and field 
officer. 


"No ammunition of any land will 


be brought to camp and company 
commanders 
will, prior to leaving 


home stations, make careful inspec- 
tion for cartridges as prescribed in 
rules for field maneuvers. 


"In traveling to and from the ren- 


dezvous each man will be required to 
carry the prescribed equipment. The 
packing of the 
individual equipment 


of the men in mess chests Is prohib- 
ited. 


"Officers must arrange for their In- 


dividual mounts, as public animals to 
select from will not be available. 


"The cutting or mutilation of up- 


right tent poles is prohibited and sub- 
ordinate commanders will see that 
same is prevented."

Document Bearing Date of 


1813 Dug Up in State 


House Basement 


Indianapolis. July 4.—Down in the 


basement of the state house, burled 
under a pile of state records of more 
recent date, there 
was 
found last 


week a musty old document that bore 
the- date 1S13, 
i 


The ancient record was the house 


journal of the territorial legislature of 
Indiana for the session, 1813. 
The 


journal was found by W. T. Walker, 
who for some time has beea en- 
gaged in a search for old documents 
that bear on the transactions of the 
office of auditor of state since Indiana 
became a state. 


The house journal of the legislature 


of 1813 is of peculiar interest to Mr. 
Walker because 
of 
his connection 


with the last Indiana house of repre- 
sentatives. 


The Indiana territorial legislature 


was composed of two branches—the 
legislative council and the house of 
representatives. The legislative coun- 
cial was the upper branch of the legis- 
lative body. 


Gen. 
William Henry Harrison was 


governor of Indiana territory In 1813. 
The house 
of representatives was 


composed of eight members besides 
the speaker. 
The 
counties 
of the 


state were represented 
as follows: 


Wayne, 
James Brown; 
Franklin, 


James Noble; Dearborn, James Dill;' 
Jefferson. William McFarland; Clark, 
Joseph Scott; Harrison, Dennis Pen- 
nington; Knox, Robert M. Evans, 
Daniel McClure and Daniel Robb. 


Joseph Scott, of Clark county, was 


speaker of the house that 
session, 


which was the last legislative session 
held at Vlncennes, then the capital 
of the territory. 


The session of 1813 voted to move 


the capital to Corydon. The journal 
shows that a considerable part of the 
session was devoted to a discussion 
of where the state capital should be. 
Two or three of the more 'flourishing 
towns of the territory were asking to 
have the name "capital" conferred on 
them. The record shows that Madi- 
son was willing to pay $10,000 to 
have the capital located there. Vevay, 
Lawrenceburg and Corydon were live- 
ly bidders for the seat of territorial 
government also. 
Jeffersonville, too, 


was an applicant and the house was 
favorably disposed toward Jefferson- 
ville's request. The legislative coun- 
cil voted to place the. capital at Cory- 
don and for several days it looked as 
if there would be a deadlock on the 
propositions 
Finally, the conferees 


were able to agree on Cprydon and 
the next session of the" legislature 
was held there. 
Mark Barnett was 


doorkeeper for both branches of the 
legislature of 1S13. The house jour- 
nel speaks of Barnett being allowed 
$4 "for house rent and firewood." 


One of the important measures 


passed by the session was a "pure 
food" bill, passed at the request of 
the people of Brookville. The meas- 
ure provided for an inspection of all 
flour, beef and pork sold in the ter- 
ritory.

Consul at Amsterdam Says 


Output Will Be 50 Per 


Cent Larger. 


Washington, July 4. — You may not 


be able to buy meat nest year; but 
there will be compensations. Dia- 
monds will bo much more plentiful. 
This is the information furnished by 
Consul Frank D. Hill in a report on 
diamond mining from Amsterdam, la 
his report he deals with the South 
African field, which is by long odds 
the chief one of the world. 
He es- 


timates that the 190S production from 
South Africa will be 1,580,000 carats 
greater than the production according 
to the last available returns, which 
were for 1905. These show about 3,- 
000,000 carats as the total South Afri- 
can production annually, and it ap- 
pears that thus far there has been no 
great change since the statistics for 
1905 
became available. 


It is apparent that if Mr. Hill's fig- 


ures are correct the output of dia- 
monds from 
South Africa 
will in- 


crease next year about 50 per cent. 
Diamond mine owners are disturbed 
over whether the 
largely increased 


output that is 
expected will force 


down the price. Mr. Hill says leading 
authorities are agreed that twice the 
present annual supply could be ab- 
sorbed without affecting the price per 
carat. It is considered, however, that 
as regards the 
demand it will be 


largely for the better class stones. 


Diamonds are found in so called 


pipes 
of volcanic 
formation. 
The 


pipes may be considered to be the ma- 
terial filling the craters 
of extinct 


mud volcanoes. 
Similar formations 


are found 
in various parts 
of the 


world, but it is only in South Africa. 
that the diamond deposits have 
at- 


tained economic importance. For a 
long time It was supposed that dia- 
mond mines were to be found only in 
the neighborhood of Kimberley and in 
the district farther to the east, in the 
Orange River colony, where the Jag- 
ersfontein and Koffj'fontein pipes are 
situated. 


Within the past few years, bow- 


ever, diamond pipes have been found 
in many other parts of the country, 
some of them important, and it is by 
reason of these that there is a tend- 
ency to increased production. 


The De Beers Consolidated mines 


and the New Jagersfonteln mine until 
recently have been foremost in pro- 
duction and appear to have dominat- 
ed the South African field. According 
to their annual report for 1S90, the 
combined output from the De Beers 
mines and New . JagersEonteiin was 
about 1,550,000 carats. 
At the out- 


break of the Boer war. however, the 
diamond 
mining 
industry 
became 


completely 
disorganized, 
and 
the 


mines have apparently not yet .return- 
ed to the 1890 rate of production. 


Thus, according to the latest report. 


of De Beers and New .Tagersfontein 
issues for 1905, it appears the total 
number of carats won by these com- 
panies for 
year was about 2,166,000 


karats or a decrease of 960,000 karats 
as compared with 1S99. But as a set- 
off to the shortage in the output of 
these older companies the Premier j 
mine 
in 1903 won 845,653 carats, so 


that the total output from South Afri- 
ca at present is very nearly what it 
was just prior to the Boer war. 
The 


other South African producers have 
been of little importance, but there 
are at least three mines which are ex- 
pected ultimately to turn out large 
quantities of diamonds at a handsome 
profit. These are the Lace, the Rob- 
erts Victor and the New Randfontein 
Reef mines. 


The Premier and the three mines 


last mentioned are expected largely 
to increase production in 1908. 
The
